It is 
estimated that about 30 cases al- 
ready have been sold to the public.

course of an investigation to deter- 
mine the source of the contraband 


by two Eastern distributors. 

The whisky, in pint and quart 
containers bearing forged labels of 
eight popular brands, is believed to 
have been part of a large consign- 
ment of whisky confiscated by the 
Government before prohibition and 
sold under Court order in the East 
by a United States Marshal, whose 
serial number appears on_ strip 
stamps pasted on the bottles. 

It is Carroll's theory that the 
whisky has been diluted and mis- 
branded since it was purchased 


_|from the Marshal. Although chem- 


ical analysis has since been made 
of contents of the bottles confisca- 
‘ted here, even a casual examina- 
tion Indicated that the whisky was 
not what it was represented to be, 
Carroll said. 

It is believed that all of the prod- 
uct shipped to St. Louis has been 
seized, but a large quantity has 
been sold in other cities and ef-

Jesse Owens, sensational Ohio 
State Negro, leaped 26 feet, 8% 
inches for a new world’s record 
in the broad jump in the thirty- 
fifth annual Wescern Conference 
track and field championship meet 
here today. The old record wat 
26 feet, 2% inches, set by Chuhei 
Namba of Japan, in 1931, 


The Negro wonder wasted no 


time in coming up with another 
world record performance, this time 
in the 220-yard dash. Running a 
solo race, Owens turned on all his 
steam to finish in 20.3. seconds, 
three-tenths of a second faster than 
the recognized world mark set by 
Roland locke of Nebraska, in 1926. 


Other marks bettered by the 


amazing Negro’s time were: Locke's 
20.5 seconds American record, the 
20.4 seconds collegiate record made 
by Ralph Metcalfe, Marquette’s 
great Negro, in 1933, and the con- 
ference standard of 20.6 set by 
George Simpson of Ohio State, in 
1929. 


Owens equaled the world record 


of 9.4 seconds in the 100-yard dash 
today, to win the event. 


The fleet Buckeye made a strictly 


personal job of tying the record set 
by Frank Wykoff of Southern Cali- 
fornia for the second time in two 
weeks. He stayed with the pack 
about 30 yards before he pulled 
away with a beautiful burst. of 
speed, breaking the tape about four 
yards ahead of Bob Grieve of Illi- 
nois.

Oh, we may add 
pimiento and chopped parsley, but the 
fundamental victuals are the same, 

The chances are that our grandmothers 
took baked ham, baked beans, pickled 
beets, buns, jam and cake. If grandpa 
was flush they may have bought bananas 
for a treat. 

The other menu would be roast chick- 
en, watermelon pickles, buns of course, 
a potato salad or escalloped potatoes and 
either pie or cake or both. ‘Scalloped 
potatoes they kept warm by quickly 
wrapping the stone crock in which they 
were cooked in newspapers, clamping the 
lid down with a hot iron, and then in- 
sulating with a couple of feather pillows. 

We shail have to make a few super- 
ficial changes to be sure. One plump 
chicken will serve two dozen people 
whereas the old-fashioned method was 
te allot two roast chickens to a haif 
dozen guests. And in those days, if you 
had made a 20-mile round trip in an open 
buggy over rough roads with children 
climbing over you, salads seemed “excess 
baggage.” 

Now, even if our guests have heen 
scraping boats all day, marching, opening 
the golf season, or enjoying a bus ride, 
its a salad age. Besides, a salad, in its 
decorative appearance lends so much in- 
terest to a table. And salads are about 
the cheapest, easiest way of padding out 
a menu we clever city folks have yet de- 
vised. 

Another mddification we mav make of 
the master menus is to combine some 
of the dishes. We hate clutter and dish- 
washing and crowded tables. The come 
bination of meats with noodles, macaroni 
and spaghetti, rice and vegetables not 
onlv makes a flavorful one-meal dish—- 
but the meats go much farther,
